The ſecond motiue is, that within this later 
hundred yeeres,the Church of Rewe hath yſur- 
ped authority ro expurge , repriar , alter or 
change, what they haue thought good ; our of 
both ancient and late Writers that ſpeake a- 
gainſt them,as may appeare by their /ndices Ex- 
purgatory, concerning which, I referre you to 
D.1exes his ColleRions printed, 1625. 

But concerning the credit of the Canonized 
Saints,and others cited by Haxwell, it is ne- 
ceſſary you ſhould heare what the greateſt and 
learnedſt DoRors of Rowe have theught ef 
thew, Thus may youreade in Trithew : A6b- 
b44, in his booke of illuſtrious men, That Pope 
Engenius the third, with the conſent of 18 Cardi- 
nals, and agreat number of Biſhops aſſembled in 
the Comncell of Treinr. And alſs Pope Boniface 
the ninth did Canoniet diners of the Saiuts that 
Hake azainſt the carraptions of Rome. Tarrecre- 
mats, Billirmine and Baronim, with the moſt 
famous lc arnced men of Rewe, baue all highly 
commended the ſaid Saints, that thys cryed out 
of Rowe ;and called out loud for reformation in 


their dayes. The like was done by the good 
D French 


Dial.l.1.6-26, 
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French Cardinall, Peter de lidco.in his booke 


of Reformation'of the Church, in his time 
preſented to the Councell of Conflance, And 
the Councels both of Confleanceand Baſil, did 
ona Vo:e_D, diſallow the Popes vſurpation, in 
challenging himſclfe to be aboue a generall 
Counccll,icfomuch that the ſaid Councell de- 
livered it as a depofite of the Church. by vna- 
nimovs conſent, in forme of a Decree, that it 
oughtnot tobe ſo, Intheſe words, The Pope 
(tenetar obedire) oneht ( oris bound) to obey the 
Councell (etiam in fide & moribus) euen in mat- 
terof F AIT Hand manuers, Yea, where was 
the Popes authority abauea generall Councel, 
when all Appealcs to parts beyond the Seas, 
were prohibicd by the <Africa» Coun- 
ccll.. 

They arenot then the late Proteſtants alone 
thar haue calleg for Reformation ofthe Romi(h 
Church, but even alſo theſe ancieat. The late 
famous Sir Thomas Moore, holden one of the 
lights of the Romen Church, and defender 
thereof in his time, ſcemerth ro ſcorne that any 
mat ſhould belecve that he was ſo farre corrup- 
ted in the Faith, as ro beleeue the Pope ro be 
aboue ageacrall Councell. His words are, Ne- 
ar did I beleexe the Pope tobee aboue 4 gentrall 
Cowncell, Notwithſtanding the Papalins, con- 
trary tothe Catholicke faith, haue accounted 
the French Church to bee a ſchiſmaricall 
Church for holdingthe Vaniverſall or genecall 
Councell to be aboue the Pope , as appearcth:

If then the godlieft and learnedſt of the 
Church of Rewe, hauc in all Apes, cryed out of 
the corruptions, both ef the doQtrine and man- 
pers in the Church of Reme ,as you may ſee in 
the books aforcfaid,then we may ſay there hauc 
neuer wanted Prefeſlorsand Proteſtants in all 
Ages, defending that Catholicke Romen Faith, 
which Pas! commended to the Romans, rcfi- 
fting the tyranous,vſurped, innouated Doarine 
of the Church or Court of Rowe, as may be@” 
further ſecne in that from time to time,cuen ge- 
nerall Councels, as well as Prouinciall, haue re- 
fiſted the innouations of Rowe, The Mfficas 
Councell, and others of that time reſiſted Ap- 
pcales tothe Pope.

1 maruell how they laugh not one at another , when 
they ſee how they gull the ſimple wortd,as the CA u- 
raſpices did among the Gentiles. 

His ſecond example is the ſtory of Pope S/- 
veſter , the ſecond, infeofing Antichriſt in the 
Sea of Rome,by lixcrie and ſeifin, about which he 
ſheweth that they vſethelike dealing , as about 
the former ſtory of Pope ove. 

And while I conſidered theſe foule abuſcs in 
the Church of Rome, there came to my minde 
an anſwer which a Ieſuite , Father F/oya made 
vnto me, when I told him that King 1ames bis 
anſwer to Cardinall Perroxe his ſpeech in the 
Pacliamenr of Pars, did cbarge the ſaid Cardi- 
nall with manifold talfifications of the holy 
Scriptures,to prove the Popes power to depoſe 
Princes, And that if the King were not an- 
ſwered,the cauſe would be much ſcandalized.

And now I am caſily drawne to belecuc Fa- 
ther Floyd,that they will anſwer no more with 
bookes or writings, but with force and plots,if 
as the Scripture ſaith, Ex ore tao te indics, a man 
may iudge according to their owne words, ſpe- 
cially if we conſider how the ſecular Prieſts do 
charge the Icſuires with ambitious vſurping 
authority in the Church of Rome, - corrupting 
it with their treaſonable doArines,as is cuident 
in the ſaid Priefts bookes, whereof I haue alrea- 
dy giuen the Reader ſome taſte.

All which are moſt true of the Pope, and of 
the enchanting ſubtilties of the Icluites , hood- 
winking the world with blindneſſe, as.is afhr- 
med by their 6wne brethren and Prieſts. 

Whcreunto we may adde. the iudicious dil. 
courſe lately made to the Poloman Nobility, 
afſemblcd in Parliament, for rctormation, 
E 3 'Viae 
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Vide Mercur,Galls-Belgic. Dantiſe, Anno 1607 
p.67, deinceps: Where it iSauowed, that rhe 
ereatcit enemics to that and other free cſtares, 
were Icluites, &c, and that their faRtion isa 
moſt agill ſharpe {word , whole blade is ſhea- 
thed at pleaſure in the bowels of every Com- 
mon-wcalth,bur the Handle reacheth to Rome, 
and Spine. So that the very lite, death, and 
forruncs of all, Kings, Magiſtrates, and Com- 
mon-wealthes, hang vpon the Horoſcope of the 
Icluices pleaſures. 

I cannot be of the mind of ſome of my ac- 
quaintance,yet Romrſh Catholiques, who Jate- 
ly told me, that they muſt needes be Atheiſts, 
if they forſakethe Church of Reme-,, becauſe 
they cannot tell forſooth, where the Proteſtaar 
ſucceſhon of Pricſthood and DoRrine , was be- 
fore Lathers dayes. But I ſay,that if they were 
not holden ſtrongly with their dead carkaſle 0- 
b:dience of the Icſuites, and their thirteenth 
rule afore deciphered,they might well fee that 
the Proteſtants in Exgland, can proue vadeny- 
ably,the law full ſucceſsion of Pricfthood, cuen 
from the Popiſh Dotrines and their Records, 
whenas Lather filt ſought the Reformation.

Mine old acquaintance propoundeth to me 
yer another queſtion,vis, How good Chriſti- 
ans could converſe and communicate with ſuch 
a Church,ſo corrupted before Luther, 

T his is lately well anſwered by the Biſhop 
of Exeter,in his booke,entitulcd, The old Religi- 
6z,and well proſecuted by others, who make it 
plaine that one may communicate , as they did 
with the Papiſts , as wee may communicate 
withthe Diucll,when he ſaid, Thos art Chriſt, 
the Sonne of the exerlining God. Not becaule the 
Diucll ſpake it, bur becaulc it is Gods truth, and 
conſequently ours. So we may communicate 
in the truth wich any,in errour with none, For 
example,Some Prieſts were as vehemently car- 

neſt and. zealous denyers of Romes corrupted 
deQrine before Lathers time, as Maſtcr Barton 
and others now. And many thta relifted the 
Romanerrots, ceucn to death, as the Wickfians 
and other learned and religious Prieſts, as the 
Hiſtories of the ſeverall times and ages doc te- 
iifie, Others more cooley and aduiſedly ſoughe 
the Reformation, as Eraſmm,Caſſenacr, Petra 
ae Aliace, and others, who communicated with 
Rome in her truthes,and {corned her crrours, as 
appeareth by their bookes written to men, and 
ro Councecls, to reforme the Church , cuecn ſo 
long before Lathers dayes » as the Councell 
of Conſtance. 
It may be obieed, why then ſhould the Re- 
tormers 
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beco 


formers now proteſt a ſeparation, more then the 


ſaid Reformers did before Luther ? This is fu- 
ficiently anſwered in the diſpute berween Mr 
Burton and his Antagoniſts, where Maſter Bur- 
70n (though accounted an oucr-zealous Separa- 
tiſt from the Church of Reme ) confeſleth that 
they werenot bound then , and yet are bound 
now ſince the Councell of Trent to {eparatc. 
Becauſe that ſince, & by the Councell of Tres, 
men are ſ#b av4themate . bound to belecue, as 
well the errours as the truthes of the "Church 
of Rome, and as well the new Creed of Pims 
quarts, as the ancient Creed of the Apoſtles. 
Before the Councell of Trewt & publication of 


theſe new Articles, men would ordinarily ſay, 


when this new teaching was diſcoucred , Les 
them pipe what they will , wee will dance what wee 
6ft , Meaning that they thought themſclues 
ſate if they beleeucd the old Creed,and letr the 


new Romtſh, 
And I fay furtherin the words of a learned 


cate with ſuch a Church without euident dan- 
ger of damnation ( as they did then ) yet in as 
much as we cannot communicate with it.now 
ypon any better termes then lcgall ſervants or 
bondſlaues do with their Maſters, weare bound 
in conſcience and rcligious diſcretion , when *

Likewiſe alſs he that « 
called, being free,ts Chriſts ſeruant, Tee are bought 
with a price,be yee not the ſeruants of men , that is, 
yceld not that ablulute obedience to men ( as 
the Ieſuites reach ) which is due onely to God, 
T hat obedience ( as the learned Yenetian ſaith) 
which God commands vs to performe to our 
Ecclefiaſticall ſuperiors, is not a fooliſh or ridi- 
culous ſubieRion,nor is the power of the Pre- 
late an arbitrary iudgemenr, but both the one 
and the other muft be ruled by the Word of 
God, accordingto the pl:ce, Dext. 17, before 
cited. Abſolure obedience is due unely to 
God , and whoſocuer ſuppoſeth any: humane 
will to be infallible, vttereth great blaſphemy 
i2 afcribing that to the creature, which is due 
onely to the Creator, 

I once asked alearned Roſh Prieft within this 
ſeyen yeeres, whether praying rv Saints were a 
matter of Faith or not, He anſwered that wee 
are not bound to pray to Saints.
